This is one of the most important 
questions 
confronting 
the legisla­ 
ture which will meet nex t Thursday. 
The resolution providing 
for 
an 
amendment to the constitution giv­ 
ing women the 
full 
right of fran­ 
chise was introduced in the last ses­ 
sion of the 
legislature 
b y Senator 
Beardsley 
and 
passed. 
'It will b e 
some time b efore the constitutional 
time limit necessary for ratification 
shall have elapsed. 
However, in the meantime, 
there 
are several other important amend- 
'ments to the constitution which 
the 
administration 
is very anx ious 
to 
have enacted. Gov. Goodrich placed 
his hopes in procuring 
this legisla­ 
tion through a 
constitutional 
con­ 
vention at the last 
session 
of the 
legislature and did not push amend­ 
ments, b ut the constitutional 
con­ 
vention law was held illegal and the 
governor was left without important 
administration promises carried out. 
He is ex tremely anx ious to have 
these matters parried out at the pre­ 
sent session through amendments to 
the present constitution. 
The sup­ 
reme court has held that under the 
Indiana constitution, only one set of 
amendments can b e pending 
at any 
one time.

So far Department has not Given 


Particular Attention to the Steel 


Industry. 


Washington, Jan. 7.—Concerted 


price fixing by an industry after the 
government ceases to exercise price 
control today will be regarded by the 
Department of Justice as in res- 
traint of free competition. It was 
stated yesterday. 'The explanation 
was made officially in answer 
to 


queries as to what happens to war- 
time price fixing when the war in- 
dustries board ceases to function at 
midnight today. 


The attitude of the Department of 


Justice, as 
outlined by Attorney 


General Gregory, is that the 
trust laws, still effective, will be en- 
forced vigorously 
by the depart 


ment. They have been in full effect 
throughout the war,, but the depart- 
ment has not regarded the action of f

Then 
when we got out to sea about five 
miles we went direct south to. about 
100 miles of the coast of 'Florida 
and then we started for Spain. We 
had only our own guns and besides 
had to keep watch on the other two 
ships which had about 20,000 'troops 
to each ship. . 


Well everything went well. The. 


sea was calm. 


to make a zigzag course, it took us 
until 'July 18, to reach 
England. 


Strange to say I did not get sick 
and rather enjoyed my first trip.on 
the ocean, but you may be sure W« 
were nil glad when on July 16 we 
saw the coast of England and Scot- 
land which meant our journey's end 
was in sight. 


"Our first night on land was spent 


in a camp on the edge of. Liverpool. 
The next morning we packed up and 
took a train to Ramsey. We stayed' 
there three or four days and then 
hiked to South 
Hampton. 
After 


staying there long enough to eat din- 
ner we once more boarded a boat to 
cross the English (Channel. That was 
the roughest piece of water we 'had 
to cross on the trip. The next morn- 
ing we landed at La Havre, Prance, 
and rested for a day or two; then we 
received our first introduction 
to 


side door pullmans. After a trip of 
about three days and two. nights .we. 
caught up with the old bunch at 
Camp Hunt away down in the south- 
ern part. of France. - We left here 
October 9 for 'Andelot and stayed 
there until November 21. From there 
I sent you and Clifford Lee a Christ- 
mas present and 'I hope they, will 
reach you all O. K.

This is one of the most important 


questions confronting the legisla- 
ture which will meet next Thursday. 


The resolution providing for an 


amendment to the constitution giv- 
ing" women the full right of fran- 
chise was introduced in the last ses- 
sion of the legislature by Senator 
Beardsley and passed. It will be 
some time before the constitutional 
time limit necessary for ratification 
shall have elapsed. 


However, in the meantime, there 


are several other important amend- 
ments to the constitution which the 
administration is very anxious to 
have enacted. Gov.v Goodrich placed 
his hopes in procuring this legisla- 
tion through a constitutional con- 
vention at the last session of the 
legislature and did not push amend- 
ments, but the constitutional con- 
vention law,was held illegal and the 
governor was left without important 
administration promises carried out. 


He is extremely anxious to have 


these matters carried out at the pre- 
sent session through amendments to 
the present constitution. The sup- 
reme court has held that under ' the 
Indiana constitution, only one set of 
amendments can be pending at any 
one time. Therefore, if the gover- 
nor is to procure the amendments 
which he desires, it will be necessary 
to kill the Beardsley 
amendment 


passed two years ago and introduce 
a similar resolution at the present 
^session, thus delaying 
suffrage 
at 


least two years longer. 


:The suffragists are going to work 


for a bill calling for a vote of the 
people on whether or not a constitu- 
tional convention should be called. 
They want the governor again to 
place his hopes for changes in the 
constitutional convention. This the 
governor has refused to do, holding 
that it will be necessary to start 'the 
other important amendments on the 
way to ratification
